A general discussion of the 7/6/2006 office action and proposed changes to the claims. Isabelle Chabot proposed to 
amend the specification and drawings in response to paragraphs 4 and 5 of the 7/6/2006 office action. Isabelle Chabot 
proposed to amend claims 1 1 and 13 to overcome the 35 USC 112 second paragraph rejection by clarifying that one of 
said explosion parameters being a shape of "each of" a plurality of particles. It was discussed that a shape of each of 
a plurality of particles defines one of the explosion parameters. Claim 22 was discussed with Isabelle Chabot briefly 
referencing an alternative embodiment. Isabelle Chabot will discuss this in the formal response. The 101 rejection was 
discussed with Examiner Brier concurring the method claim steps claim more than just signals even though the 
invention may be embodied as signals. Examiner Brier maintained the useful and tangible aspect of the 101 rejection. 
Potential amendments to the claims were discussed that could possibly give the claims a useful, concrete, and tangible 
result. We discussed adding to claim 1 1 a video output as discussed in the specification at paragraph 062 which may 
give the claim a useful, concrete, and tangible result. Isabelle Chabot did not want to make a similar amendment to 
claim 13, however, we discussed adding a storage step to claim 13. Isabelle Chabot will draft and file a formal 
response. 
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
